A communication was made by Dr. C. B. Williams, an abstract of which 
appeared on p. 32. 


In addition, Professor Carpenter, on behalf of the Edward Grey Ornitho- 
logical Institute, appealed for assistance in the determination of the insect 
remains found in the stomachs of rooks; and the Rev. E. J. Pearce, M.A., 
exhibited the following : 


(a) Specimens of a Bibloplectus (Col. PSELAPHIDAE) new to science, which 
was being described by Mr. H. Britten. He said it had occurred previously 
in river bank débris near Oxford. These specimens had recently been taken 
near Grantchester, Cambridge. The species was probably widely distributed. 


(b) A remarkable female specimen of Bythinus puncticollis Denny (Col. 
PsELAPHIDAg) referred to by him in a note (1944, Proc. R. ent. Soc. Lond. (A) 


19 : 66-67), and having extremely abnormal maxillary palpi, even for this very 
variable genus.
